The Prese 
ident approved the suggettion, and 
late this afternoon a cablegram was 
sent to Gen. Chaffee.

CABLE TO CHAFFEE.

ATTORNEY-GENERAL’S OFFICE IS. 
ON THE TRAIL. 
—— 
Explanation from Knox of Steps He 
Has Taken Causes the House Com- 
mittee on Judiciary to Shelve the 
Resolution Introduced by Thayer. 
THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.) 
WASHINGTON, April 15.—A letter 
from Attorney-General Knox relative 
to the so-called beef trust was made 
public today by Representative Ray of 
New York, chairman of the House 


Committee on Judiciary. In view of 
the Attorney-General’s letter, the Ju- 


vision, to recommend that the resolu- 
tion of Mr. Thayer of Massachusetts, 
asking the Attorney-General what 
steps he had taken against the beef 
trust, Ile on the table. The Attorney- 
General's letter is given in Chairman 
Ray's report on the resolution. 

The report quotes Mr. Ray's letter, 
dated April 12, to the Attorney-Gen- 
eral, in which the following questions 
are asked: 

“(1.) Has your attention been called 
to the matter alleged in House reso- 
lution 203, a copy of which is annexed? 

“(@.) Have you been requested to 
take any official action in the matter? 

“(3.) Have you any evidence of the 
existence of such a combination? 

The Attorney-General, in .a letter of 
the same date, answers the questions 
as follows: 

“First—It has not, except so far as 
it is a matter of general notoriety. 

“Second—] have not. 

“Third—None that could be classed 
as legal evidence.” 


Continuing, the Attorney-General 
Says: 3 
“It is proper, I think, however, to 


add that owing to the positive, oft-re- 
peated and circumstantial nature of 
the allegations, that the law is being 
flagrantiy violated. I directed some 
time ago a thorough investigation to 
be made by one of the district attor- 
neys of the United States for the pur- 
pose of ascertaiping in fact if such 
combination existed, and whether, if 
eo, its operations were in violation of 
any Federal statute.” 

Continuing, the report says: a 

“It is apparent from this corre- 
spondence that there is no necessity 
for the adoption of the resolution, By 
reason of the widespread notoriety of 
the matter, the Attorney-General of 
the United States has already ordered 
a’ thorough investigation. There is no 
doubt he will perform his duty. and 
prosecute all offenders, if offenders 
there be. 

“It is evident that he should not be 
required to give in detail the steps 
already taken, as this would be to 
forewarn those who are violating the 
law, and enable them to conceal evi- 
dence. 

“It is aleo evident that this officer 
cannot state whether or not there has 
been an infringement of the law. as no 
evidence has been sented to him 
upon which to base an opinion, and no 
intelligent opinion can be given as to 
whether or not there has been an’‘in- 
fringement ‘of the law until the facts 
are fully ascertained. 

“Tt is also evident that no legal steps 
ean be taken toward a prosecution of. 
the parties violating the law until a 
thorough investigation has been made. 
In short, the letter of the Attorney- 
General above qucied angewers the res- 
olutions as fully as it can be or ought 
to he at this time.”

The amendment was 
voted on and carried by a large ma- 
jority. The resolutions were then 
adopted. 
THE RESOLUTIONS, 

The resolutions are as follows: 

First—That we proclaim anew our 
adherence to the traditions and poli-. 
cles of the Republican party, and an- 
nounce our unswerving allegiance to 
the principles of that party, as con- 
tained in its national platform adopted 
in Philadelphia in 1900. 

Second—We extend our greetings 10 
and express our utmost confidence in 
President Roosevelt. Vigorous, upright, 
conscientious and fearless, we believe 
that he will fulfill his early promise to 
carry out the policy of his illustrious 
predecessor. We pledge the President 
and his administration the full sup- 
port of the Republicans of California 
affiliated with our league. 

Third—We commend the able eco- 
nomical and fearless administ:ation of 
the Republican Governor of Califor- 
nia, Henry T. Gage, and we commend 
the economy and conservative course 
of the Republican members of the Leg- 
islature, and the efficiency of the other 
State officers.

Seventh—Inasmuch as the laws of the 
United States give preference in em- 
,ployment of mechanics in «the navy 
yards, to the veterans of our wars, we 
favor the plan to build and repair a 
portion of our Mmavy at overnment 
navy yards, and we urge the next 
State Republican convention to pledge

GLUT OF GOLD. 
It is only a few years since we 


were assailed continually from all 


sides with appeals—pitiful or. threat- 
ening, as the case might be—for legis- 
lative protection of the “white metal.” 
The country was all torn up on the 
subject. The Democratic party took 
it as a foundation for its appeals to 
the people, and the song of “16 to 1” 
was as familiar to the children on 
the street as “Yankee Doodle.” 

A great change has taken piace in 
regard to this question. We rarely 
hear anything nowadays about 16 to 
1, except an occasional faint yawp 
from the neighborhood of Lincoin, 
Neb.

siderable development is likely to oc- 
cur as a result of the construdgion 
and operation of a canal. 

“In addition to its use as a means 
of communication between the two 
oceans a canal by the Nicaragua route 
would bring Nicaragua and a large 
portion of Costa Rica and other Cen- 
tral, American States into close and 
easy communication with the United 
States and with Europe. The intimate 
business relations that would be es- 
tablished with the people of “he 
United States during the period of 
construction by the expenditure of 
vast sums of money in these States 
and the use of American products 
and manufactures would be likely to 
continue after the completion of the 
work, to the benefit of our manufac- 
turing, agricultural and other in- 
terests.”

The Much-abused “English Accent.” 

LOS ANGELES (Cai.) April 12.— 
{To the Editor of The Times:} Said 
a worthy to me a ghort time 0: 

an “Hinglish accent your lit- 
tle boy ’as.”. He was one without any 
appreciation of shades, and he  cer- 
tainly had an “Hinglish haccent.” 

In a report of an afternoon at a lead- 
ing woman's club here, I read that the 
audience was addressed by a lady, 
woe. though educated in England, 

ke an accent.” 
en people say 8, at do they 
mean? That she spoke English with- 
out an English accent, presumably. 
Would they, then, with equal impar- 
a describe such a one as Ameri- 
nglish, German, Scotch, or what 
not? Most of us thi we know the 
nationality of a speaker whom we 
hear for the first time, and we think 
further that we know whether the ac- 
cent be a refined one or the contrary. 
We simply know at once, and we are 
rarely mistaken, the exceptions merely 
proving the rule. I did not hear the 
iady above mentioned, who addressed 
the club, but have not the least doubt 
she spoke English with an educated 
English accent, which not to admire 
argues our afinity to the deaf adder 
described by the mist! When we 
speak of an English accent we mean 
something definite, and when we say 
that he or she speaks English ‘with- 
out an accent” we create a confusion 
of ideas, for what we do mean when 
we are capable of recognizing distinc- 
tions, is, that so and so speaks Eng- 
lish with an educated accent, or the 
contrary, too the contrary, 
and the contrary embraces a_ vari- 
ety of gradations. That everyone does 
not recognize these distinctions is 
pretty clear, for English accents are 
as numerous as blackberries, ranging 
from the educated voice (which by the 
way may become greatly modified by 
climate, surroundings. etc.), by which 
we may fairly recognize the lady or 
gentleman, through the various stages 
of double vowels, as “haouse” for 
“house,” “knaow” for “know,” 
dropped aspirates (a variety so well 
known as to need no special illustra- 
tion,) the letter “r’ added to words 
terminating with a vowel, as “idear”’ 
for “idea,” “Emmer” for “Emma,” 
down to the rendering of “by” for 
“boy.” “sty” for. and so on, 
ad infinitum. Many other varieties 
there are, but enough have been cited 
to tlustrat our meaning, so that 
when we speak of this matter, we 
should do so intelligently. and specify 
(if we know how) whether the much- 
misrepresented English accent is an 
educated accent, a fsommon accent, a 
cockney accent. a Yorkshfre accent, cr 
‘(shades of Chaucer deferd us!) a 
“would-be-genteel” accent, spoken with 
an artificial simper, and so on. But 
if it be of the first named, let us be 
thankful if we possess it, let us acquire 
it if we can, be we English or Ameri- 
can: and for my part I have fre- 
quently heard English spoken with 
softness and purity by those who have 
never seen the mother country. Still, 
the fact remains that when we use 
the expresion “English accent,” we re- 
fer to English people. and it is quite 
misleading to use such phraseology as 
“speaking En lish without an ac- 
cent,” unless it be among those who, 
‘iike you and me, know all about It.

Some early morning next July the 
pumpkin rollers along the mesas, as 
they milk their cows, will think they 
have Aladdin's lamp somewhere about 
them, and have.given it a rub which 
has transported them to fairyland, as 
they see one of the new Salt Lake 

te trains hauled by a giant engine 
) ng miles an hour through 
the orange groves. 

Thirteen cars came itn yesterday from 
the Pullman shops for use between Los 
Angeles and Pomona. It is not an un- 
lucky number for Los Angeles to sce 
such equipment as this for the new 
continental road. As a railroad man 
looked them over yesterday he said: 
“Mechanical skill does not know how 
to build, and money can’t buy anything 
handsomer in cars.” One may use all 
the adjectives at his command, superb, 
gorgeous, splendid, sumptuous, luxu- 
rious; they will stand them all. 

One of the new decapod engines and 
four of these cars go to make a train 
for use on the local lines of the Sa!t 
Lake Route. Next the engine comes 
a combination car, baggage, express 
and second-class passenger or smoking 
compartment. Then a regu'ar day 
coach, next a chair car, and last comes 
a parior car. They are 70-foot cars, 
riding on six-wheel trucks, with Krupp 


steel tires. The outside finish is dark 
olive green trimmed with d. e

ON NEW PLAN. 

Fertilizer Works a Mar- 
het for «Nags.” 

Rounded Up and Sold 
for Flant Food. 


Relurns Small but Sure and 
the Supply is Almost 
Unlimited. 


The business of horse stealing in Los 
Angeles is run into the ground. A lot 
of cheap thicves who would be scorned 
by the “profesh” are engaged in round- 
ing up all the old, broken-down nags 
that may be feeding by the roadside 
and then turning them over to fertil- 
manufacturers. Only a small 
amount—from 50 cents to $3—is paid for 
the beasts, but an industrious worker 
can make a good living at the business. 
The supply of ‘‘plugs” is limitless. 
An unusually large number of horses 
have been stolen lately, the police 
records and the “Lost” columns of the 
newspapers being filled with descrip- 
tions of the animals. It was thought 
the hand of horse thieves and outlaws 
that make their headquarters in Mex- 
ico, near the California line, had made 
another incursion and were corralling 
the horses at some central point pre- 
paratory to driving them tn a_ band 
across the border. The low grade of 
beasts taken has dispelled this suppo- 
sition, however, and it has been learned 
that the “critters” are converted into 
fertilizer. 

Residents of East Los Angeles es- 
pecially hate suffered from the visits 
of the thieves, and several horses and 
cows have been reported stolen lately 
from barns and pastures in that part 
of the city. The animals have dropped 
as completely out of sight as if the 
ground had swallowed them up. and in- 
vestigation seems to indicate that s@ch 
is the case. 

Charles I. Cunningham, an old pros- 
pector, who returned yecently from a 
long desert journey, is the latest vic- 
tim to report his loss. His trusty mare 
“Desert Queen” has been missing since 
last Friday afternoon, although it can- 
not be said that Cunningham has not 
seen hide nor hair of her since then.

BARGAINS IN BONES. 

J. H. Hefiman, proprietor of the fer- 
tilizer works, says that quite a number 
of live horses are bought or taken by 
him every week, although his principal 
business is with dead animals. 

The prices paid for live animals vary 
from 50 cents to $3, and absolutely no 
questions are asked of the sellers. ““‘We 
couldn't do that,” said Hoffman. **The 
animals brought to us usually are 
crippled or sick and almost worthless, 
so that it seems unnecessary to ask 
whence or how they came. Of course, 
good animals come to us sometimes, 
but a trotter makes as good fertilizer 
asa ‘plug.’

According to good authority, it is quite 
possible to modify the shape of any bone 
which can be operated on by pressure. 
Bones, like all other tissues, are not per- 
manent. They are being renewed particle 
by particle every moment. When a 
crooked b@pe has pressure made on it to 
restore it to a right shape the pressure is 
At first antagonistic to every cell of the 
bone, since it is an attempt to alter the 
position of the Celis. But if the pressure 
is constant, as the new cells are formed 
they yield to it, and fall into the line 
which !t is sought to give the bone. For 
this reason the bones of an adult may by 
pressure be made straight. The treat- 
ment cannot be said to be a home treat- 
ment, although the necessary appliances 
could be worn at home. They would have 
to be adjusted by a physician. Physical 
culture exercises will straighten bowed 
legs in young children. They do not have 
much effect on bowed legs of adults, 


E. D.—Will you kindly give me a recipe 
to remove moth patches; one that will 
not irritate the skin? I also want an eye- 
lash grower that will not injure the eyes. 

There is mo way of removing a moth 
patch without irritating the skin. The 
stain is more than skin deep. 

The coloring matter which constitutes a 
moth patch is deposited in the deeper por- 
tions of the subcuticle. Moth patches and 
moles belong to the same family. They 
are both pigmentary stains. The mole ts 
a circumscribed pigmentary deposit, while 
moth patches increase in size. 

The potash lotion will often fade the 
moth patches, but only an irritant strong 
cnough to remove the cuticle will remove 
them, and even then they usually return 
unless the cause, generally liver trouble, 
is removed.

mendous volume of these dealings dwarfed 
the rest of the market, and yet there were & 
number of other stocks in which the deal- 
ings were on a scale only seen during periods 
of great speculative activity. The opening in 
Southern Rallway was quiet enough, and the 
opening bulge in Louteville and Nashville to 
nearly four points over last night awakened 
some momentary skepticism of the over-night 
settlement of the dispute for contro! of Louts- 
ville and Nashville.

RANITE ENOUGH TO 
COMPLETE BREAKWATER. 


DETACHED AT ONE BLAST AT 
DECLEZ YESTERDAY. 


Three Hundred Thousand Tons De- 
tached from the Face of the Cliff by 
Forty-seven Thousand Pounds of 
Giant Powder. 


Enough rock was rent from the gran- 
ite hillside at Declez yesterday to sup- 
ply the California Construction Com- 
pany of this city with material to com- 
plete its contract for the construction 
of the great breakwater at San Pedro. 

Forty-seven thousand pounds of 
powder were fired off at the company's 
quarry, near Colton, jarring down 300,- 
000 tons of gtanite. C. R. Eager of the 
construction company,’ who returned 
from the scene in the afternoon, said 
it was a grand sight, as the mass of 
rock hurtled high into the air. A large 
crowd gathered from the surrounding 
cbuntry to witness the explosion, The 
company tries to keep the dates of its 
quarry blasts secret, to avoid the dan- 
ger of injuring people who might 
crowd upon the spot.
